4. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, 
concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the 
specification are: "introductory clause of Claim 1", "leaf, "more-or-less", "so-called", 
"indicated in the characterizing clause of Claim 1". Furthermore, the specification uses legal 
phraseology "means" which is improper inasmuch as such terms are to be reserved for use in 
the claims. 

Correction is required. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

These claims are replete with language for which its meaning is not understood and 
further contains numerous grammatical/idiomatic errors. For example: claim 1, line 1 "Door 
with a door leaf, line 2 "with a", line 4 "a rail element", line 9 "and with tensioning means", line 
11 "and/or", line 12 "is designed essentially in the form", line 1 3 "preferably enclosing", line 14 
"a the", line 21 "form of a" and "to accept a fastening area"; claim 2, line 3 "and/or"; claim 3, 
line 3 "has a profiling, which arrives in contact", claim 4, line 5 "which is designed to"; claim 6, 
line 4 "more-or-less"; claim 7 in its entirety. 

In addition, these claims are narrative in form and replete with functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
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specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Martin. 
Martin discloses the claimed protective element 80,138,140.
